The Famous Sui 
Fought for Six Years. 


HUSBAND'S VIRULENT HATRED. | 


Caused His Cousin to Swear to Being 
Co-Respondent—“I Will Fight to 
Death,”’ He Said and Did. 


NEW YORK, June 2.—One of the most 
hotly contested divorce suits ever fought 
has at last been brouht to a new jssue. 
Death is the final referee. Tht plaintiff 
was Mrs. Frederick Bell, formerly Mary 
Gridley, dauhter. of the late Gen. Ashabel 
Gridley of Bloomington, I11., friend of Lin- 
colin. Douglass, Palmer and Logan. 

The cuse was docketed in the first place 
as Mary Doe against John Doe. Despite 
the extruordinary proceedings taken to in- 
sure secrecy, it ieaked gut that John Doe 
was Frederic A. Bell, the Burfaio million- 
aire. 

The suit has dragged through the courts, 
both of Pennsylvania and New York for 
six years. There have been sensational fea- 
tures. On May 22 Frederic Bel) died in his 
magnificent home at Madison, N. J. He 
left an estate estimated at $25,000,000. The 
divorce suit is still pending before the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court. If Mrs. Bell 
wins she will get the alimony awarded her 
in a previous decree and probabiy her dower 
interest in her husoand’s estate. If the 
decision is reversed she will still be the 
legal widow of Frederic Bell and entitied 
to a widow's share in the great foriune of 
the man who has fought her so bitterly 
for many years. 

Mrs. Bell has had an unhappy life. Her 
husband had been her relentless foe. Why 
he hated her with such intensity will never 
be known. Death has laid the seal of 8i- 
lence on his lips. She was a young, beau- 
tiful woman when she met him, She is 
now .old, sad and careworn. 

There was the grandest wedding 
Bloomington had ever seem when Mary 
Gridley married John <A, Bruce of Chi- 
cago. Prominent people from all over the 
country came to the wedding of pretty Ma- 
mie Gridiey. The Oaks, the home of Gen. 
Gridiey, was the scene of festivities that 
lasted for a week. (Soon trouble came and 
the bride returned home and got a divorcee. 
She was again Mary Gridley and still young 
and beautiful when she met Frederic A. 
Bell, a rich New Yorker. Again Cupid 
tricked her. 

The Belis went to 


that 


live in Buffalo. In 
1882 Gen. Gridley died. His daughter hur- 
ried to his bedside. When she went back 
to Buffalo she found her home dismantled 
and closed, her possessions stored in a 
stable. 

Her husband refused to receive her. The 
door of her house was locked against her. 
Mrs. Bell returned to Bloomington, and 
then went abroad. She never lived with 
her husband again. Twelve years later 
she brought sult for divorce. After this ac- 
tion had begun Mr. Bell secured a divorce 
from his wife in Jefferson County, Penn- 
syivania. Desertion was the ground. 

The sensational feature of the trial was 
the testimony of Edward M. Bell, a cousin 
of Frederic Bell. He claimed to be the co- 
respondent in the case. He stated that the 
time of the misconduct was between May 
2 and June 8, 1882. 

But, like Marie Bashkirtseff, Mrs, Bell 
had kept a diary, and by this diary she was 
able to prove conclusively that she went 
to her home in Bloomington on May 22 
1882, and did not return to Buffalo until 
June 10. Her honor was vindicated. 

“IT will fight her as long as I live,” Beil 
deciared. He was as good as his word. 
When he died he had taken the case to the 
Supreme Court, where it now is 

Mrs. Bell has never received any ali- 
mony. She is a rich woman in her own 
right. It is not for poner, but for her 

name that she has attled for é@ix 
years unceasingly. *

t Has Been, FEW PERSONS ARE EXEMPT. 


In Missowri Failure to Respond Is 
Punishable by Fine. of $100 or 
Imprisonment or Both. 


There ts nothing in the law books or his- 
torles to indicate when the first posse coml- 
tatus was called into existence, but that 

' it 1s essentially an Anglo-Saxon Institution 
i'there seems to be little doubt. Although 
ithe time and circumstances when it was 
involked are not known, law writers 
sav it was in England. 

| It was an institution {n England 
s years before it became an enacted law, for 
i while the enactment occurred in the second 
year of the reign of Henry V., records of 
| sae summoning of the posse go far back of 
that. Long use had made a custom of the 
proceeding and the common law of England 
was developed in that manner. It is be- 
lieved by law writers that the posse comli- 
tatus was really law before it was form- 
ally declared to be such and that the stat- 
ute of Henry V. was adopted as a means of 
fixing defintely the persons who were amen- 
able to the call. 

The theory of the posse comitatus Is that 
a riotous demonstration, which cannot be 
subdued by the ordinary methods and by 
the regulariy constituted authorities, is a 
rebellion which threatens the existence of 
the state and that it is the duty of all 
citizens to assist in suppressing it. 

The sheriff is usualiy the commanding 
officer in such a crisis, but, under the 
common law, any minister of justice was 
empowered to cail on the posse comitatus. 

Of the nature of the posse comitatus, 
Blackstone in book 1, section 28, in dis- 
cussing the duties of a sheriff, says: 

“He is also to defend his county against 
any of the king's enemies when they come 
into the land, And for this purpose as weil 
as for keeping the peace and pursuing 
felons, he may command all the people of 
the county to attend him—which is called 
the posse comitatus or power of the coun- 
ty. And this summons, every persons above 
tne age of 165 years and und®tr the devree 
of a peer, is bound to attend upon a wurn.- 
ing under pain of fine and imprisonment 

rhe posse comitatus in the various states 
of the American Union is regu.ated to a 
certain extent by statute. But the slatu- 
tory iegisiation is really deciarative of the 
common law. 

In Viner's “Abridgement of the Common 
Law’ the following paragraph 
quaint language who were subject to posse 
duty: ; wi 

“All Knights, gentlemen, yeomen. labour- 
ers, servants, apprentices and villeins: and 
likewise wards and other young men. that 
are above the age of 15 years because 
all of that age by statute of West- 
minster are bound to have harness and 
shall bescompe) led to attend; but not wom- 
en, ecciesiaStical persons and such as be 
decrepit or do labour of any continued in- 
firmity.’’ 

The same rule holds in Missouri except 
in the case of ecclesiastical] persons, whose 
profession does not exempt them from the 

duty of protecting the 

Under the common law the custom was 
for the sheriff when he feared mob vio- 
lence or was a Witness to a riotous dem- 

onstration that he cou!d not que.il, to make 
& personal call on any persons he might 
wish to help him conserve the peace, He 
called upon them in the name of the king 
or queen, as the case happened to be to 
-—7 him to quell the disturbance. 

He was required to specify what disturb- 
ance he referred to, so that the person 
called might know how to proceed to bring 
about peace. Once appointed. the ne 
member stood in the same position as the 
sheriff, with his privileges and responsibili- 
tles. The law books show that posses have 

always been summoned to suppress violence 
and jiawlessness impending or being enact- 
ed, and lawyers say the policy is not to 
give the sheriff authority to call a body of 
armed men together merely on suspicion 
that there is to be trouble. , 

fhe punishment for refusal to respond 
to a posse summons is fine and ienprison- 
ment. The fine in Missour! is limited to 
$10. The manner of proceeding for failure 
to obey such a summons is by indictment 
or information. ; 

Whether Sheriff Pohlman is calling to- 
gether a posse comitatus promises to become 
an important question. Many prominent 
lawyers say there are several reasons why 
he is not forming such a posse. They claim 
that an essential feature of that institution 
is a summons to assemble to put down a 
specific riot or to prevent trouble in the per- 
formance of a specific duty 

It is said the posse now being organized 
is to do general police duty and has no par- 
ticular work to perform, being he!d in ex- 
pectation of trouble that may come from 
any source.

Few and Meager Reports From ths

LONDON, June 2.—That the Boers are 
fighting to the last is shown by the few 
facts which have come from the battle lines 
between Johannesburg and Pretoria.

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PEACEFUL BLOEMFONTEIN 


If Bloemfontein, the capital of the Or- 
ange Free State, had been settled by En- 
glishmen instead of by Dutchmen it might 
have been named Sleepy Hollow, from its 
position and and the quietude it was to take 
on, instead of receiving its name from 
the flowing fountain. Nothing hurries in 
Bloemfontein, not even the sun in his course 
through the flery midsummer heavens. Folk 
there get up-early in the morning, do a lit- 
tle ‘work, lay off till after midday, and quit 
before the middle of the afternoon is 
reached There's enly one highway, and 
on it nothing can be seen that by stretching 
the language to the utmost can be-called 
hustle or bustle. The town ia like an 
oasis in the desert. Round about the veldt 
is flat, dull, parched and monotonous. An 
undulating plateau, surrounded by low bills, 
the township itself is a fertile little gar- 
dep, in which nearly everything flourishes 
with the least possible amount of trouble. 
Ite roses are famous, so are its vegetables, 
and its mealies overtop those of the eur- 
rounding country by half a foot. 

There are about 7000 whites in Bloemfon- 
tein, and perhaps half that number of na- 
tives. The town is about 4500 feet above 
sea level, and the climate is soft, balmy 
and invigorating in the extreme. 

* 
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The Orange Free State, which as a repub- 
lic braved the storms of nearly half a cen- 
'tury is*free no longer. It has sacrificed 
{ts liberty and in all human probability its 
life to the creed that blood is thicker than 


water. 

The Free Staters had no quarrel with the 
British. The two peoples had veen on aml- 
cable terms for years. The.autonomy of 
the state had been granted by the British 
without even a request upon the part of the 
Orange River Boers, and their republic 
might have lived on and prospered indefi- 
nitely. But the Free State Boers responded 
to the cry of kinship just as ‘she Cape 
Dutch desired to do, and their Cevotedness 
them their country. In all the 
the civilized worid there is no 
other case in which an entire nation has 
immolated itself for a cause in which it 
had no substantial interest. 

It was in 1854 that the Free State was 
organized. Asin the case of the Transvaal 
Boers, the early settlers had trekked from 
the Cape Colony, because the abolition of 
had left them without the labor by 
thelr farms had been maintained. 
to the north of che Orange 
soon contracted quarrels with 
who surrounded them. One of 
these tribes Was that of the Griquas, who 
were proteges of the British Crown, and 
when war broke out. between these natives 
and the Boers, the British sent an expe- 
dition ‘“‘to restore order.”"’ This was accom- 
piished after a brisk fight w.th the Boers at 
| Zwart Kopjes, and thereafter the British 
,; maintained a resident commissioner to 
“preserve the peace."’ 

In 1848, however, Gov. Sir P. Maitland 
declared that in order to keep the peace it 
|}would be necessary to annex the whole 
;}country, and this was done. A considerabie 
;number of the Boers, however, took up 
arms in defense of the liberty which thev 
loved so well, and a short, sharp encounter 
ensued, which ended in a victory for the 
| British. 
| Nevertheless the troubles wiih the natives 
continued, and at last the British declared 
war against the Basutos and with the Boers 
defeated them in the battle of Berea. 

Having obtained the submission of the 
chief and made a treaty with him on the 
part of the Boers, the British resolved to 
withdraw and ieave the Orange River resi. 
dents to develop their country and fight 
the.r own battles to the best of their ability. 
This has been called ‘‘a shameful! desertion,”’ 
and certainiy it proved displeasing to many 
of the Boers, for they sent a Tenetnties

This was 
refused, however, so they formed a repub- 
lic of their own in the year 1854, with Jonas 
Philip Hoffman for President. 

The British had no dislike for the Free 
Staters. There was nothing in their coun- 
try that they wanted, and those Britishers 
wno lived there suffered under none of the 
disabilities which had so irritatéd tne Out- 
landers in Oom Paui’s country; All white 
men born in the Free State, or\ resident in 
it for four years, were entitied ee prvu- 
vided that they owned $78 worth of land, or 
paid $180 rent annually, or possessed $100 
worth of personal property, or an income of 
$1000 a year. The oniy legislative body Was 
a Volksraad, with ®& members, and resi- 
dents of foreign birth were eligible for It. 
A President was elected every five years, 
and was assisted by a legislative councll 
of five members, including the government 
secretary and. the magistrate of the capital, 
ex-officio, and three members appointed 
by the Volksraad. The President had no 
power of veto. . 

The laws of the land has ben codified and 
were administered by excellent judges and 
magistrates, Dutch was the official lan- 
guage of the State. but there was no ban 
against ¢he English language, such as ex- 
isted in the Transvaal. All burghers be- 
tween sixteen and sixty were subject to 
military duty, and were supplied with guns 
at cost price. Training camps were fre- 
quently held. A corps of mounted pdoiice, 
152 strong, was maintained for the suppres- 
sion of cattle thieving. The laws govern- 
ing insolvency, marriage and the registra- 
tion of deeds were very stringent, and were 
modeled on those of Cape Colony and 
Natal. Since 183 no liquor lcenses had been 
granted to persons living outside of towns, 
and the sale of liquor to negroes has been 
absolutely prohibited. 

The utmost personal freedom 
with good government was allowed. English 
Was taught in the schools and colleges, and 
Was permitted in the courts There was no 
interference with public meetings, such as 
the Johanmnesbtreers complained of. No 
charges of corruption were ever leveled 
against the government,such as those which 
have been directed against Kruger'’s ad- 
ministration. In the Transvaal, with a 
white population of only 24,000, the govern- 
ment collected and spent more than $20,(00,- 
0) a year, of which nearly $,000.000 a year 
went for salaries to Boer officials. The 
Free State collected only $2,000,000 a year, 
and spent but $1,900,000, of which only $250,- 
00) went in salaries. 

If the Free State should become an integ- 
ral part of the British Empire it will add 
to it an area of 45.000 square miles, includ- 
ing a tract 100 miles long and W miles wide 
which is sald to be the greatest wheat pro- 
ducing country in the world. For # years, 
without the stimulants and saving ele- 
ments of modern farming, it has produced 
crops of from % to 8 bushels an acre. The 
rest of the «ountryv is comparatively arid, 
and suitable for littie else than grazing. 
The farms number 10.499, with a total of 
30,000,000 acres, of which, at the last cen- 
Sus, in 1890, only 250,000 acres were culti- 
vated. In the same year there were 248,- 
887 horses in the state, 276,073 oxen, 619,000 
other beasts of burden, 6,600,000 sheep, &58,- 
000 goats and 1461 ostriches In captivity. 

The production of diamonds in 1890 was 
valued at $1,190,000. In 1897 the production 
had about doubled.

The Orange Free State, which is about the 
eize of Kentucky, nestles along the west- 
ern part of the southern border ef the 
South African republic, and is only one 
third the size of the Transvaal, which is 
about as large as New Mexico. 

The Orange Free State is cut off from 
the ocean on the south by Basutoland and 
the vast extent of country known gener- 
a@ily as the Cape of Good Hope. All ts 
British, and in the southern part of which 
is the particular region called Cape Colony. 
The whole Oape of Good Hope territory ts 
not as large as Texas. Basutoland, in the 
middle of the southeast border of the Or- 
ange Free State, is equal to Vermont in 
area.

CAPE COLONISTS SPEAK OUT. 


That a People’s Congress, composed of substantia] citi- 
gens of Cape Colony, should denounce the South African 
War at this time, when Great Britain is knocking at the 
gates of Pretoria, is ominous for the future as far as Brit- 
ish plans for the two republics are concerned. 

Coupled with the assertion of the Boer peace envoys that 
the British flag had been hauled down once at Pretoria 
and would be hauled down there again, as the Transvaal 
Republic could not be permanently conquered, the incident 
may well cause the British jingoes intense uneasiness. 

The reason Great Britain will find it almost impossible 
to wipe out Boer independence is because. nature as well 
as justice is favorable to the Boers. It will be impossible 
for England to police and garrison the enormous reaches 
of South Africa. In spite of the territory pre-empted and 
brought under its “sphere of influence” by Great Britain, 
_there are yet ungrabbed and unexplored areas big enough 
for kingdoms in the Dark Continent, to which the Boers 
can temporarily trek. 

Rome herself, when menaced by the Goths, Huns and 
Vandals, had no harder task before her than England is 
likely to have in finishing up her work of imperialistic con- 
quest in Africa.

Costly Watches Worn 
by United States Senators. 

Some of the finest watches in the Untted 
States are worn by Genators. Mr. Hanna 
has an excellent one. It is modest in ap- 
pearance and the Senator does not caré 
much how it keeps time just so that it does 
not cause him to miss trains. If it is with- 
in five or ten minutes of the chronometer 
he is satisfied. It has an American move- 
ment. 

Senator Marion Butler, the Populist from 
Carolina, is most methodical. He 
has a watch which he tinsists shall keep 
time to the exact second. He daily com- 
pares it with the chronometer. 

William M. Stewart, the easy-going Sen- 
ator from Nevada, whose views on the 
“crime of '76’’ would fill many volumes of 
the Congressional Record, compares his 
watch with the official chronometer twice 
or thrice a day. It must keep within five 
seconds of the correct time or be regu- 
lated. His watch is solid gold, worth 
about $400, and is considered one of the 
best In the Senate. 

Senator Kean of New Jersey has one of 
the most antiquated watches in the Senate. 
It is an English make, and evidently an 
petrseows in the fam- 

ly. It has five or six 
cases to be opened be- 
fore the works are ex- 
posed. So careful is 
the senator of his 
watch that he will al- 
low no one to handle 
it but himself. It 
keeps good time. 

Senator Thurston of 
‘‘Rose, Sweet Rose,’’ 
fame, wants his 
watch to agree to the 
second with the chro- 
nor eter.

and methodical as the 
senator himself. 

Senator Beveridge’s watch is like him- 
selif—nervous and irritable. One day it 
keeps good time and the next it is off. 
He is indifferent as to what kind of time 
it keeps, and will not permit any one to 
handle it long enough to regulate It. 

Senator Scott of West Virginia has a fine 
watch, presented to him by the clerks of 
the internal revenue office when he was 
commissioner. It is a good timekeeper and 
is the apple of his eye. 

Senator Tillman does not greatly care 
how his watch runs. He 1s satisfied !f it 
does not lose more than 10 minutes a day. 
He compares it regularly with the chronom. 
eter, but seldom attempts to change it. 

Senator Hawley of Connecticut has one

Formerly Archbishop of Sauta Fe and 


Later of New Orleans and Then 
Apostolic Delegate to Cuba 
and Porto Rico.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—Archbishop 
Chappelle is to be created a cardinal. 

This information has just reached Wasnh- 
ington from Rome. It is stated that he 
will retain his see at New Orleans and be 
made the titular pastor of one of the 
churches a, }'ome. \ 

This appointment is of especial impor- 
tance to the United States, as it will entitle

this country to two votes in the Senate of 
cardinals, which elects the Pope. 
Archbishop Chappelle has had a remark- 
able @geer. No prelate of the Catholic 
Churen has risen more rapidiy. A few 
years ago he was assistant pastor of St. 
Matthew’s Church of this city. He was 
made Doctor of Theology at Rome and a 
short while after was created bishop of 
Santa Fe. Subsequent.-y he was promoted 
to the archbishopric of New Orleans, Im- 
mediately after the late war he was sent 


on an important migsion to Cuba, Then he 
was transferred to the Philippine Islanas. 

It is believed that Archbishop Chappelle 
will return to the United States to receive 
the cardinalate. 


Archbishop Placide Louls Chapelle, at 
present apostolic delegate to the Philippine 
Isiands, is quite well known in St. Louis, 
both personally and by reputation, 

His influence at the Vatican is entirely 
French, and when he was named two,years 
ago as apostolic delegate to Cuba and Por- 
to Rico it was a compliment to France be- 
cause of his services in restoring peace to 
the United States and Spain. That appoint- 
ment, however, placed the archbishop in d.- 
rect line of promotion to the cardinalate, 
for it is the usage of the Catholic church 
to reward with the red hat a prelate to 
whom has been entrusted a difficult diplo- 
matic mission and who has successfully ac- 
complished it. 

Amhb.shop Chapelle came to America in 
1875 and was assigned to a charge in the see 
af Baltimore. under Cardinal Gibbons. Two 
years later he was transferred to St. Mat- 
thew’s Church in Washington, where for 
13 years he mingled with Americans and 
foreign diplomats and became sgkilled in sec- 
ular and church diplomacy. He became a 
power at the national capital and enjoyed 
the confidence of many statesmen. 

In 1891 he was sent to Santa Fe, N. - 
as coadjutor of the diocese, with thetitle 
of Bishop af Albisis. In 188% he was raised 
to the rank of bishop. His administrative 
ability again asserted {tself and the year 
189% found him archbishop of Santa Fe. 

In New Mexico Archbishop Chapelle ac- 
quired a perfect Knowledge of the Spanish 
language. His constant intercourse with 
the Spaniards gave him an insight into their 
manners and customs. 

The archdiocese of New Orleans became 
without a spiritual head in 1897, and Cha- 
pelle was called to the vacancy. His work 
was so successful that in two years it was 
recognized as among the most prosperous 
in the country. 

His recent labors in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines is Known to have been de- 
cidedly efficient.

Brookings of St. Louts transferred to 
the Waslington University 80,000 
shares of the par value of $100 each of the 
&. Louis Terminal Cupples Station 
Pypperty Co., which owns all of the ‘and, 
buildings and retlway switches in the ter- 
ritory bounded by Spruce and Poplar 
streets, Seventh and Eleventh streets, and 
the block bounded by Tenth and Eleventh 
streets, Spruce street and Clark avenue. 
Bach of the donors owned 15,000 of the W,- 
000 shares. 

At par value this gift amounts to $3,00,- 
000. But the rental value of the property 
makes it worth a erent deal more than this. 

The property as deeded is subject to a 
mortgage of $3,090,000 tn gold bonds bearing 
4 per cent interest per annum, redeemable

THE UNIVERSITY. 


ASHINGTON UNIVERSITY was 
begun in 1853. Wayman Crow, & 
merchant of 8t. Louls, who was 

then a member of the Legislature, 
caused a state charter te be grant- 
ed to the Eliot Institute Upon his 
return he aided the Rey. Willlam 
cS EHiict to open the school. A 
few years later Mr. Eliot, who was an ex- 
ceedingly modest man, perwuaded the tnoor- 
poration to change the name of the school 
to Washington Institute, 

In 1856 the charter was amended e#o as to 
change the name ta Washington University. 
Friends of the instifution subscribed $200,- 
000, and on April 22, 1867, the university was 
formally inaugurated, with an wration by 
Edward Piverett, and the large building was 
comstructed at Seventeenth etreet and 
Washington avenue. ‘At the close of the 
year 1861 the university was free from debt 
and held property valued at $400,006. It has 
never prospered financtally because it has 
undertaken to maintain a very high etand- 
ard without the necessary means and sur- 
roundings, while the fad existed among 
well-to-do people of sending their children 
to Eastern institutions of learning. 

Under the chancellorship of W. 8. Chap- 
lin the standard has been maintained, and 
the accession of Mr. Brookings to the pres- 
idency of the baard of trustees has resulted 
in euch a startling ohange in its financial 
affairs that hereafter Washington Univer- 
eity will easily rival the greatest education- 
al institutions in the United Statea 

The auxiliaries of Washington Univere- 
ty now include Mary Inatitute, for giris, 
founded tn 1859; the Manual Training School, 
the Museum of Fine Arta, the Department 
of Law, the St. Louts College of Medicine 
and Surgery and Smith Academy, far boys.

Out of a net crop aren of 177,467,000 acres 
in 1896-97, the last famine yéar, 23,346,000 
acres were under irrigation in all India. 
Of this large irrigated acreage, closely ap- 
proximating the entire area sown to win- 
ter wheat in the United States last fall, 
11,000,000 acres were irrigated from public 
canals, 1,230,000 acres from canals under 
private ownership, 3,700.00 acres from 
tanks, 12,500,000 acres from wells, and the 
remainder from other sources. Fortunately, 
drought and its constant follower, famine, 
which affiict some portions of this unfor- 
tunate land with such frequency that re- 
covery from one attack scarcely escapes 
the agony of another, are seldom or never 
universal. A surplus of food products in 
some of the provinces is usually available 
for the ready, if only partial, relief of 
others. 

It is apparent that, were it not for the 
so-called failures of the monsoon, disturb- 
ing, as they do, the commerce of the empire 
by causing a deficiency one year of products 
of which it may, perchance, be a heavy ex- 
porter the next, and discouraging, to say 
nothing of impoverishing, the farming 
classes by repeated failures of crops, the 
empire of India, notwithstanding the con- 
sumptive needs of its enormous population, 
would undoubtedly become a constant and 
therefore much more important competitor 
of the United States in the markets of 
Europe. Extending from 8 degrees to .3%5 
degrees north latitude, a range correspond- 
ing to those latitudes that lie between the 
southern extremity of the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama and the southern boundary of Ten- 
nessee, the vast plains of India are favored 
with a climate range adapted to all the 
products of tropic and temperate sones. 
Fortunately, too, for the sometimes urgent 
domestic needs of the people, two and even 
three crops of some food products, 
though not always from the same soil, may 
be produced in the course of a single year. 

Wheat is cultivated in all the provinces of 
India, but by far the larger quantity is pro- 
duced in the northern half. Cotton is lke 
wise produced throughout the entire coun- 
try, but nearly two-thirds of the crop comes 
from the southern half of the Dependency. 
Corn is the staple food of a considerable 
part of the inhabitants of the tracts af- 
fected by famine this year.

The land which the casual 
observer, speaking out of the splendid 
depths of hids ignerance and prejudice, con- 
demrs as ‘worthless’ and fit only to ‘hold 
the earth together,’ is in reality rich and 
curable beyond the most favored districts 
in the humid regions. It is the marvel of 
every Basitern farmer who comes in con- 
tact with it. Prof. Hilgard eees in this 
phenomenal fertility the most reasonable 
éxplanation of the choice of arid lands by 
the people foremost in ancient ofvilization. 
It has puzzled the histcrian to account for 
the fact that the gicries of antiquity sprang 
froemn the heart of the desert. The fact it- 
self is, of course, beyond dispute, 

“Egypt, Asia Minor and Syria, with Pales- 
tine. ‘the land flowing with milk and 
honey,’ Persia, Arabla and the classic land 
of northern India, as well as the oountries 
of the Carthaginians and the Moors, were 
arid regions. So also were the homes of 
the Incas in South America, and the Aztecs 
and Toltecs of Mexico, and our own South- 
west. For aught we know to the contrary, 
these departed nations may have been per- 
fect types of the co-operative common- 
wealth, and the knack of governing them 
for the equal benefit of all may be the most 
Precious of the lost arts.”’

After this the en- 
tire fund would be available for labor and 
maintenance. Where settlers drew thelr 
entire capital from the Investunent fund the 
miaimum sum provided for each family 
would be $1000 and the maximum $2000. The 
settler who borrows $180 to improve a 
twenty-acre farm incurs an obligation of 
$0 an acre. A part of this he has palc 
for the land and a part contributed to 
the colony for general purposes. The bal- 
ance is an tmprovement fund to bring his 
farm to a productive state. If he is to pay 
his borrowed capital In ten years, and pay 
back interest at 6 per cent, he must have 
$3 an acre each year for interest and § 
an acre for the sinking fund. Over and 
above the cost of living he must lay aside 
$160. The improvement fund {s paid out reg-" 
ularly each month in the form of wages. 
The first year he would not be required 
to pay anything into the sinking fund. 
He would pay only the $60 interest. The 
second year he would pay his 10 per cent 
into the sinking fund, but by that time 
his farm would be producing and the sur- 
plus from it, after living, would be turned 
into the general stores and credited to his 
account. The labor and the produce of the 
entire community would direct the labo! 
and a business office would sell the produce 
and purchase supplies at wholesale rates, 
of which the settler would have the aid- 
vantage. And out of the general fund small 
industries would be built up and the cost 
of living thereby reduced to the extent of 
freight charges and outside manufacturers’ 
profits. The land itself with the Improve- 
ments amd the constant increasing value 
as its producing capacity grew would be 
the investor’s seourity.

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AGRICULTURE 
AS IT ISIN INDIA, 


THE HOME OF FAMINE. 
Great Fertility of Soil anda 
Large Farming Population, 
but Crude Methods Are 
the Cause of Much 
Suffering. 


British India, and exciting sympathy 

and generous aid from many remote 
parts of the world, is likely to prove the 
most calamitous event in the agricultural 
history of the closing year of the nineteenth 
century. Over 6,000,000 people, many of 
them denizens of vast and populous dis- 
tricts, difficult of prompt and timely re- 
lief, are now dependent for the means of 
sustaining life from day to day upon or- 
ganized public and private benefaction; and 
the animal power, upon which Indian 
agriculture so largely depends, is Deing 
weakened steadily by the death of thou- 
sands of cattle from thirst and starvation. 
In a calamity like this, where a great part 
of a nation of approximately 800,000,000 peo- 
ple is involved in varying degrees of priva- 
tion and want, only the imagination can 
conceive the scene of destitution so faintly 
outlined by numerical lists of actually help- 
less sufferers. 

Agriculture in India, the chief ocoupation 
of the people, is probably carried on under 
more discouraging circumstances than in 
any other country of the world. Although 
favored by great fertility of soil and con- 
ditions of temperature propitious to a re- 
markable variety and exuberance of plant 
life, a peculiar feature of Indian agriculture 
is that the germination and growth of all 
unirrigated vegetation depends upon the 
characteristic seasonal rains, commonly 
known in India as the monsoon rains. 

In the spring, as the surface of this vast 
peninsula becomes heated by the tropical 
sun, the “wet monsoon’’—steady southwest 
winds, amounting often to a gale—sets in- 
land from across the Indian Ocean and the 
Arabian Sea, and prevails late into autumn. 

It may be noted, incidentally, that another 
monsoen, somewhat opposite in many of 
its characteristics, prevails during the other 
half of the year. Usually, beginning about 
the middle of May, these soutowest winds, 
diverted into various currents by mountains 
and other agencies, precipitate upon the 
land heavy falis of rain. 

As would naturally be 
empire of 1,480,000 square miles—in fact al- 
most equa] in extent to all Burope, less 
Russia—the distribution of even a monsoonal 
rainfall is never equabie over the entire 
country. Total failure of the monsoon cur- 
rent over expanses of thousands of square 
miles is not uncommon, and famine is the 
inevitable result in the territory affected. 
In some localities, in fact, rain is scarcely 
relied upon at ail to supply a sufficiency 
of soll moisture; in othera, the regular re- 
currence of the monsoon at almost identical 
periods of the year is regarded as a safe 
assurance of never-failing cropa In the 
northwest of the empire, 1. e., in the south- 
west Punjab and in Sind, an extensive sys- 
tem of irrigating canals is maintained as 
essential to the successful practice of 
agriculture; opposite, in the eastern part of 
the empire, 1. e. in Burma, Assam and 
Bengal, the monsoon is almost as certain 
as the change of seasons, and there total 
crop failures from drought are seldom ¢x- 
perienced. Any part of the rest of India, 
however, excepting the narrow strip that 
lies between the Western Ghats Mountains 
and the Arablan Sea and extends from 
Bombay to the southern extremity of the 
peninsula, is liable to drought from un- 
equal distribution or local failures of the

Coffee, 
tea, tobacco and sugar are produced; the 
fibrous plants, hemp and jute; and, in short, 
an extraordinary variety of products adapt-

Available information indicates that the 
present famine embraces most of central 
and southern India. The northern tler of 
\provinces, including Burma, Assam, Ben- 
gal, the Northwest Provinces and Oudh, 
the Punjab and Sind, are, general speak- 
ing, free from actual famine, although 
many districts of this excepted territory 
will add heavily to the total crop shortage 
of the empire, Official data of crop yields 
are not yet at hand, but official reports on 
the conditionef wheat tn some of the prov- 
fmees give a general idea of the situation. 
Bengal, whose average annual production 
of wheat for the past nine years has been 
16,376,000 bushels, is the only province that 
reports an average crop. 

In the Northwest provinces and Oudh, 
where out of a net area of 31,000,000 acres in 
all crops in the last famine year (1896-97), 


almost 10,000,000 acres were irrigated, the. 


only clew to the situation is that the wheat 
crop, which has averaged for nine years 
past about 62,344,000 bushels, promises this 
year about 75 per cent of an average crop. 
In the Punjab the net area in all crops in 
1896-97 was 16,000,000 acres. Of this, 8,720,000 
acres were irrigated. The wheat crop alone 
for the past nine years has averaged 70,- 
341,000 bushels. This year 6 per cent of @ 
wheat crop is indicated on irrigated soil; 
the untrrigated Is almost a failure, In Sind 
the irrigated area is very large—2,00,000 
acres in the last famine year out of a net 
area Of 8,223,000 gores in all orops. Of 
wheat, the average yield from 1881 to 1809 
has been 4,845,000 bushels. The promise this 
year is for a fair crop, 

Outside of the northern tier of provinces, 
in the famine-affilicted area proper, it is 
noticeable that facilities for irrigation are 
greatly deficient. In the central provinces 
there are no public canals and a few private 
ones, and the 79,000 acres that were under 
irrigation in the last famine year—the net 
area cropped was 15,084,000 acres—drew 
their water supply-from tanks, wells and 
other sources. So far as the present pros- 
peots for the wheat crop may indicate the 
general situation in this territory, the view 
is appalling. Reports indicate an almost 
total failure, whereas the average wheat 
crop is about 18,000,000 bushels. In the 
province of Bombay, in 1896-97, 1,064,000 
acres only were irrigated out of a net area 
cropped of 10,246,000 acres. The average 
yield of wheat in this province for the past 
nine years has been 19,600,000 bushels; one- 
third of a crop only is indicated for the 
present year, Practically no crop of wheat 
is indicated for Berar, where in 1966-97 the 
net area in all crops was 6,262,000 acrea, of 
which only 68,300 acres were irrigated. 
The above details give, in brief, some fea- 
tures of the agricultural situation in India 
for all provinces concerning which official 
statements ave been issued on the wheat 
prospects. bk rom some of the territory that 
is known to He within the belt of the 
famine, no ofMicital reporte concerning any 
crops have as yet been made pubiia.

HE problem of how a busy New York-

R. Arbuckle, the great coffee merchant, 
who has fitted out a floating hotel from 
the ship heretofore known as the Jacob A. 
Stamler. 

“Why should people who cannot afford 
yachts get no nearer the water than a 
summer hatel on the shore?’ reasoned Ms. 
Avbuckle to himself. 

Mr. Arbuckle has acted on this idea, and 
by the time the summer vacation period 
begins his floating hotel will be open to the 
public. 

For a number of years the Jacob A. Stam- 
ler bas been use in the spice trade by the 
Arbuckle concern, but when the work of 
recomstrurtion is completed she will look 
like a great yacht more than a merchant- 
man. 

The Stamler is 20 feet long and 50 feet 
beam. She will have 260 state rooms, a 
grand saloon on the promenade or spar 
deck, a dining room and saloon on the deck 
below, in addition ta bathrooms, messroom, 
quarters for the crew, an electric light 
plant—in short, an equipment superior to 
that of the average yacht and equal to 
that of the average first-class summer ho- 
tel. 

This floating hotel will cater to neither 
the wealthy nor the poor; the prices will 
be moalerate, and. while the plan savors of 
the philanthropie, Mr. Arbuckle is not pos- 
ing as a philanthropist, but as a business 
man, in embarking on his novel venture, 

It is the intention to have the Stamler 
make niehtly trips to Bea.

EPWTON JILLSON killed himself with 
N morphine a few days ago. 

Old inhabitants looked back over 
the years and made a calculation, They 
checked off the fingers of one hand, and 
said: 

‘“He is the fifth.” 

“No, the sixth,’’ corrected younger gos- 
sips. ‘“‘You are forgetting George Dix.’’ 

‘Rut that case was never proved,”’ retort- 
ed the authoritative ones. 

“It is the Dix-Jillson curse,”’ said others. 

Whether the fifth or sixth of his race to 
fall under the curse, Newton Jillson was 
the third child of Lestina-Dix & George 
W. Jillson to commit suicide. 

The record, 580 far as f can 
be traced, begins in 1883 with a 
brother of Lestina Dix. The Medical So- 
ciety of Deerfield Valley has frequently dis- 
cussed the strange fatality that broods over 
the Jillson-Dix family. Heredity, tn-breed- 
ing, imitation—these were some of the the- 
ories advanced to acount for the Jillson Dix 
tendency to suicide. 

Both Dixes and Jillsons are old Yankee 
families. For many generations they have 
intermarried. It has been a common thing 
ameng them for first cousins to become 
man and wife. 

Then there are those who believe that the 
force of example is enough to account for 
the successive suicides in the family, and 
that this influence grows stronger with each 
member that succumbs to it, so that dead 
Dixes and Jillsons are silently dragging 
their living relatives Into the grave. 

In the eyes of the survivors one catches a 
look of curious fixity and intensity. An im- 
aginative person might be forgiven for call- 
ing it a haunted look. It Is traceable, too, 
in the portraits of those who have died by 
their own hand, and of their progenitors. 

It would be interesting to learn whether 
those same eyes—the eyes of one face to 
face with destiny—belonged to Jonathan 
Dix, who founded the sulcidal branch of the 
family. He married Polly Reed, a farmer’s 


daughter, and it is not known that he com- 
mitted suicide. 

Jonathan Dix had five children--Solomon, 
Truman, Lestina, Sylvester and Plympton. 
Truman, the second son, met a tragic end. 
A pile of logs fell on him, crushing his life 
out. Lestina married James W. Jillson 
and became the mother of seven children, 
three of whom committed suicide. Plymp- 
ton married Mary Green and became the 
father of two children, one of whom—per- 
haps both—committed suicide. 

But the first known suicide tn the family 
was Sylvester Dix, brother of Lestina and 
Plympton.

somewhat doubtful; that an uncle, sister 
and brother had terminated thelr lives by 
suicide does not establish any fact in his 
case, for they showed perfect development 
of brain and cranium, and the blood vessels 
and nerves were normal in structure. In 
this case, on the contrary, the texture of 
the brain was clouded, white and gray, and 
lacked firmness and elasticity, which in- 
dicated a long-standing lesion of this organ, 
doubtless resulting from physical disease 
and congestion at some period of his life. 
Its condition would indicate that he could 
not be held responsible for any act of vio- 
lence to himself or to another person.

TENDENCY IS HEREDITARY.

HIS family, as far back as we can 
fi trace it, has had in some of its mem- 
bers a form of iIinsanity known as 
melancholia, which is the most common 
form found itn this country. We are able 
to trace the family only back to the grand- 
parents. On the maternal side we find the 
grandfather afflicted with melancholia, 

Of his five children, one, at the age of 3, 
committed suicide in 1863 by Jumping from 
a high beam in the barn. 

In the grandchildren there were four 
suicides—one in 1896, from udanum; two 
in 1899, one by shoot! the other by cut- 
ting his throat, one in 1900, by mor- 
phine : 

Of the ur grandchildren, I was person- 
ally acquainted with all, and find the same 
general characteristics in all. Physicaly 
they were strong and well developed, of a 
cheerful nature, though at times very de- 
spondent. During these attacks all were 
afflicted with the idea that they were being 
persecuted, either by the Creator or by 
human beings, and were fearful of some 
impending calamity. 

The one who took the laudanum in 1896 
was afflicted with the idea that he might 
be out of work and unable to support his 
family. The one who shot herself in 1899 
feared that her husband had a fatal {Illness 
ard that she could not support herself alone. 
The brother who cut his throat in 1899 
feared persecution 
specifically feared exposure of a wrong he 
had committed. Finally, the one who killed 
himself with morphine in 1900 feared that he 
might be sent to an insane asylum. 

As to the future of the family nothing 
can be safely predicted. If any of the sur- 
vivors commit suicide it will confirm the 
conclusion that there is an hereditary sui- 
in the family.
